As we agreed, I spoke with Senator Stevens' staif in the aftermath of our 
internal discussion yesterday concerning subsistence use on the Kenai. 

The staff liked the various elements we discussed - letter to the Secretary, 
further advocacy at the FSB followed by possible litigation, and some sort 
of rider in the appropriations process. The staff will be meeting among 
themselves this afternoon to discuss these options and one other variant - 
prohibiting funding to the FSB until the regulations concerning customary 
trade and closures have been finalized. 

The staff reiterated that the Senator is quite upset about recent FSB 
decisions. Accordingly, they are not prepared as yet to rule out a simple rider 
in the appropriations process that would declare the Kenai Peninsula as non- 
rural for subsistence purposes. 

I should also mention that the Senator has talked previously with Secretary 
Kempthorne about the Kenai situation. However, for several reasons, neither 
the staff nor I believe that the Secretary or Deputy Secretary is prepared to 
intervene with the FSB, except perhaps to demand completion of the closure 
and CT regulations that were requested much earlier. 

In this regard, the Deputy Secretary is now reviewing a draft of closure 
regulations submitted to her recently by the FSB. The State's comments on 
earlier drafts have been provided to her. 

When I know more at this end, I'll be back in touch.

Former Murkowski consultant challenges AGIA

JUNEAU, Alaska (AP) - Dan Dickinson, once a tax consultant to former Gov. Frank Murkowski, on Thursday challcngcd 
the methodology used by Gov. S arah Palin's administration to asses the potential value of a natural gas pipeline to North 
Slope oil and gas producers. 

Polarizing views on the projecf s value to the producers and what state-sponsored financial assistance is needed go to the 
heart of what's kept Alaska from getting a gas line built. It's a dispute that appears to have no imminent resolution, either. 

Also on Thursday, the administration fended off continuing criticism leveled at Palin's Alaska Gasline Inducement Act by 
producers Exxon Mobil Corp., BP PLC and ConocoPhillips, which call the bill restrictive and lacking financial incentives. 

The companies arc calling for terms that reflect a proposed contract negotiated by Murkowski, which dealt strictly with the 
producers and offered substantial tax benefits. 

But under AGIA, producers and independent pipeline companies can vie for rights to build the pipeline that lawmakers hope 
will ship trillions of cubic feet of natural gas to market. 

On Thursday, Pat Galvin, the state's revenue commissioner, said the administration wont back down. 

"The producers 1 message has been clear pretty much from the first week," Galvin said. "They say, 'let's go back to the 
negotiating table. The state doesnt need to bring in competition, just come in to talk to us alone.' 

"AGIA's message is clear: to set up competition by providing inducements and to establish what the state's bottora line 
requirements are to be eligible for those inducements. The producers have clearly tumed up the volume . . . they dont Hke the 
(requirements)." 

Meanwhile, the appearance of Dickinson, the former Murkowski consultant, before two committees reviewing the bill was 
controversial m itself for his role in backing Murkowski's proposed deal with the producers. 

The Legislative Budget and Audit Committee, which is comprised of state senators and representatives, hired Dickinson. The 
committee has routinely hired consultants to examine a govemor's gas line proposals. 

Committee Chairman Rep. Ralph Samuels, R-Anchorage, said he understood the criticism that could come with hiring 
Dickinson. Samuels said he made sure Dickinson has never worked for any of the producers before making the 
recommendation. 

'T know some people might have a problem with it," Samuels said. "But he's got institutional knowledge." 

House Finance Committee co-Chairman Mike Chenault, R-Nikiski, said there was value in Dickinson's presentation, which 
also included the gas line bill's implications on the current production tax system. 

"What it did was show there is lots of ways to figure the value," Chenault said. "He put more information out there and more 
information helps the process. He adds to that. 

"Is he the right person, I don't know, but he's probably one of the more knowledgeable people to talk about this issue." 
Dickinson said the current administration's oil and gas economist, Antony Scott, failed to consider a producer's financial 
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commitment for shipping the gas in the pipeline. This cost is called firm transportation commitment, or an FT, a tenn heard 
regularly in gas line hearings. 

Dickinson told the House and Senate finance committees how Scott's analysis potentially inflates the financial benefits to the 
companies while the administration touts Palin's Alaska Gasline Inducement Act to lawmakers. 

"(Projects) need to be valued propcrly," Dickinson said. "When you scc extraordinarily high rates of retura being suggested 
for this project, it may be becausc the cost of FT commitments arc not being properly evaluated. What I'm challenging are 
numbers that suggest that it is wildly profitable." 

Scott examined the potential value on a $20 billion pipeline project that goes from the North Slope to Alberta, Canada. He 
examined retums for producers as pipeline owners and as shippers of gas, and again as just shippers. 

Three measurements of return were the net present value, which is the current value of future profits; the rate of return; and a 
profitability index. Scott said his analysis omitted no transportation costs. 

"We cant come up with a situation that generates a return of under 10 percent," Scott said in an interview Thursday. "That's a 
pretty powerful statement" 

Neither Dickinson nor the producers, who shot down Scotfs work all week, would present their own figures to counter Scotfs 
analysis. 

"I think it's a profitable project. How profitable is certainly arguablc, depending on the assumptions," said Fred Dyson, R- 
Eagle River, who serves on the Senate Finance Committee. "Everything we've seen has shown a very significant rate of 
return." 

In the House Finance Committee hearing, Rep. Les Gara, D-Anchorage, wondered why Dickinson didnt make these 
assertions when the Murkowski administration backed a proposed deal with the producers that included a financial stake in 
the pipeline for Alaska. 

"I guess I would have appreciated somebody telling me last year that when we were doing the FT commitment, that was a big 
risk for us too," Gara said. 

Dickinson said he believed lawmakers were informed.

Former state legislators Pete Kott and Bruce Weyhrauch have been indicted by a federal grand jury 
on several counts of extortlon, bribery, wire fraud and mall fraud. 

Some of the charges involve the Legislature's consideration last year of a petroleum production tax 
proposed by former Gov. Frank Murkowskl. Kott, a former House speakerfrom Eagle River, and 
Weyhrauch, of Juneau, both Republicans, are accused of accepting bribes to push positions favored 
by executives of a company that is not named In the indictment. 

Kott iost his Eagle River seat in the state House in last year's Republican prlmary. Weyhrauch, an 
attorney, dfd not seek re-election to his House seat representing Juneau. Both were among the six 
lawmakers whose offices were raided by federal agents last August as part of an investigation into 
corruption. 

Kott is scheduled to be arraigned in Juneau at 1:30 p.m. today. 
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
